Most teeiwage girls strive to 
be fully informed on what It 
takes to make favorable impres­ 
sions on boys.

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Deserves Close Scrutiny 
Units of the federal government that charge Western cattlemen 
for grazing rights on public lands have proposed a considerable 
increase in the fees. Cattlemen are digging in to head 'em off at 
the pass. It may turn out to be quite a fracas. 


The first shot was fired when Secretary of Agriculture 
Freeman and Interior Secretary Udall, following a two-year study 
of the m atter, proposed putting fee hikes into effect next year. 
Present fees — 33 cents per cnlmal per month on lands under 
the Interior Department, and /arying on different forests managed 
by the National Forest "Service — were described as below “ fair 
market value.” It was proposed to raise the fees, over a 10.year 
period, to a maximum base charge oí $1.23 per animal unit mouth 
— the equivalent of one month's grazing by a mature cow. 


The cattlemen have responded vigorously. Officials of the 
American National Cattlem en's Association and its state affiliates 
are being uged to action in a private memorandum which calls 
for congressional hearings. It appears likely that the cattlemen and 
such allies as the National Wool Growers Assoclationwill be able 
to delay the proposed fee Increases pending such hearings. 


One cannot take great exception to this. The proposed hike 
is substantial, and doubtless should not take effect until those 
directly involved uave had a chance to present their opposition 
at a public forum. 


Chance O f Injustice 
Ours is a society in which it is credit that increasingly 
makes the wheels go 'round. It mrght well be argued that in such 
a society no one can reasonably object to having his personal 
credit record available to those with whom he does business. How 
else can they judge how much credit to extend? 


A little reflection soon demonstrates that the matter is not 
quite as clear as that would make it seem. Inaccuracies in credit 
data may em barrass or harm an individual. Wrongful use of 
such data by vindictive and unscrupulous persons may also have 
serious consequences. W.th credit information becoming more and 
more centralized, the question of invasion of privacy is more in­ 
sistently raised. There also are grave possibilities of conflict of 
interest. 


It is good to know that these and other facets of the credit- 
reporting business are being scrutinized by the Senate's anti­ 
trust monopoly subcommittee, of which Senator Hart of Michigan 
Is chairman. Investigators already have called attention to various 
abuses and dangers. When the picture has been further rounded 
out, Congress should carefully weigh the need for corrective legis­ 
lation.

It has finally been found 
that the entire electrolyte and 
hormone balance of the salmon 
is thrown out of gear and is 
responsible for their death at 
spawning. Some marine biolo­ 
gists are now trying to rees­ 
tablish the chemical balance of 
the salmon to keep it alive and 
they seem to be partially suc­ 
cessful in this attempt. 
Dr. Andrew A. Benson of 
the Scripps Institution of Oce­ 
anography believes that the 
study of the life cycle of the 
salmon m ay pave the way for 
a better understanding of why 
humans age differently. Dr. 
Benson after an expedition in 
the Pacific said “The salmon 
deteriorates from a beautiful 
shiny orange-red creature to 
an aged fish." This change has 
been attributed to profound al­ 
terations in the pituitary gland 
in the brain, the m aster switch 
for the control of most of the 
hormones. 
This inform ation is now be­ 
ing translated into hum an val­ 
ues in order to be able to fur­ 
ther explain the onset of ar­ 
teriosclerosis in the hope that 
eventually it can be prevented. 
Cholesterol, thought to be an 
im portant factor In the nar­ 
rowing of the blood vessels in 
the elderly, may eventually be 
kept under complete control 
by the knowledge acquired in 
the study of the kindly re­ 
m arkable salmon.

If there is a single structur­ 
al fault in the wonders of the 
human body it probably Is the 
inadequate blood supply to the 
heart muscle. Almost all or­ 
gans in the body have more 
than enough blood vessels to 
bring blood and oxygen to 
them and if one v e s s e l is 
closed off by disease or injury, 
almost always there is another 
one to take over this defici­ 
ency. 
Not so with the heart. The 
coronary arteries which bring 
blood and oxygen to the heart 
muscle itself are adequate in 
health, but not sufficient when 
a large artery is closed by dis­ 
ease. 
The 
brilliance of modem 
surgery is working desperately 
hard to remedy this single 
fault of body development. 
Man himself seems to have 
taken on the task of providing 
the heart muscle with an addi­ 
tional supply of blood by in­ 
genious operations. 
Surgeons are now trying to 
repair the diseased blood ves­ 
sel whose flow of blood is ob­ 
structed in order to reestablish 
good circulation. There are 
even operations that are aimed 
at repairing the dam aged part 
of the heart that results when 
an area is devitalized by a 
closed artery. 
Because of the rem arkable 
devices of engineers, physicists 
and chemists who produced the 
heart-lung machine, surgery of 
the heart and the blood vessels 
are now almost a routine pro­ 
cedure in most large hospitals 
all over the world. 
Arteries can now be trans­ 
planted and introduced into 
the heart muscle to bring It 
blood and revitalize a heart 
muscle injured by the closing 
off of Its own coronary artery- 
There seems to be no limit to 
the courage of surgeons who 
establish techniques on experi­ 
mental animals and then re­ 
construct hearts and lives of 
their brave patients.

THE BROWNSVILLE 
AFFAIR — I 
The other day I showed a mem - 
ber of the admissions commit­ 
tee of a famous eastern college 
an article published by the In­ 
dignant editors of Choate P re ­ 
paratory School, which is where 
JFK went to school need we say 
more. The piece was called, 
“ How 
Can One T e ll? ’ and it 
gave the academic and extra­ 
curricular profiles of a dozen 
students together with the col­ 
leges for which they had ap - 
plied, and the colleges’ re ­ 
sponse. The point of the ex­ 
pose 
was to d e m o n s t r a t e 
that, in fact, you Cannot Tell. 
That is to say, that it does not 
follow from superior grades and 
superior achievement in extra­ 
curricular 
activities that you 
will make it into the college of 
your choice. 
The perfect score in verbal 
aptitude in the college tests is 
800, and I spotted one gentle­ 
man In the Choate dem onstra­ 
tion who had scored a subnor­ 
mal 475 and was way down in 
his class, but had nevertheless 
been admitted to Harvard Uni­ 
versity. Now — I asked the 
Dean’s assistant — just how do 
you account for that ? Oh, he r e ­ 
plied, almost certainly a Negro. 
I raise the point because we 
have in the past period come 
slowly to realizing that the old 
antl-discriminatlon 
doctrines 
are Insufficient. It is not a 
discovery to say that we must 
in fact encourage a pro-Negro 
discrimination — Mr. Garry 
Wills was making that argument 
as long ago as 1965 in the pages 
of National Review; and quite 
recently Daniel Patrick Moyni- 
han made the argument in the 
A t l a n t a 
Monthly. The point 
needs to be carefully made and 
understood primarily for the 
reason that those who tend to 
make it, tend to be immune 
from the practical consequen­ 
ces of it. 
G arry Wills is a doctored clas - 
siclst In a major university and 
a journalist whose talents are 
rated very high In the free 
marketplace — he is not going 
to be edged out of anything. 
Patrick Moynlhan, the indomi­ 
table Democrat, has just now 
been hired by Richard Nixon 
away from M. I. T., and that 
shows how desirable his talents 
are. The demand for my own 
services is not on the one hand 
exactly inflexible, on the other 
hand I am not likely to be sum - 
m arily replaced by an editor or 
columnist merely because he is 
Negro. What one needs to con­ 
sider 
is 
the individual who 
stands to suffer. Not only the 
student at Choate with much 


higher verbal score, and much 
higher standing in his class, who 
after all stands to suffer a fate 
no worse than a college slightly 
less distinguished than the one 
he sought access to: but the 
butcher and the candlestick m a­ 
ker for whom, under tight com - 
petitlve situations, it means 
that if they yield their places to 
a Negro, they loss their Jobs. 
I suspect that this is behind 
much of the bitterness in the 
New York teachers strike. It 
is a strike which may go down 
as the most complicated in 
history, but certainly one of the 
causes of It — is the feeling by 
white 
teachers 
that N e g r o 
teachers are being advanced 
without regard to the common 
criteria for advancement. 
“ D i s c r i m i n a t i o n against 
blacks,” 
writes 
the eminent 
Mr. 
Eugene 
Lyons 
adding: 
“ What’s wrong with a teacher’s 
concern for his ‘job security’? 
Particularly In the light of mas - 
sive violations of teachers’ten­ 
ure without pretense of due pro­ 
cess?*’ 
Mr. Lyons has isolated p er­ 
haps the crucial point, which 
sheds 
light not only on 
the 
school strike in New York but 
on the future of the black pow­ 
er movement in America. It 
is this; 
the white community 
must 
p r o t e c t 
those 
of 
its members who are dispos­ 
sessed by black competitors 
favored precisely because of 
their race. It may not be an ob­ 
ligation of Harvard or Yale or 
Columbia 
to place qualified 
white applicants who are turn­ 
ed aside in order to favor black 
applicants — there are oppor­ 
tunities aplenty for these r e ­ 
jects. But in cases as New 
York’s, 
it 
surely was some­ 
body’s responsibility to find 
jobs for the 87 white teachers 
summarily dismissed at Ocean 
Hill-BrownsviUe by the Negro 
superintendents 
without just 
cause. It is one thing to justify 
the assumption of power by Ne­ 
gro managers, another tobe In­ 
different to the plight of the vic­ 
tim s of their arbitrary decis­ 
ions. It Is one thing (and in my 
judgment, 
subject to certain 
safeguards, the right thing) to 
turn over to black administra­ 
tors the responsibilities of edu­ 
cation in black areas, another 
to neglect the casualties of 
their ethnocentric hiring 
The first duty of New York 
City, as of other cities, is to 
provide for those who are dis­ 
located. Assuming that we ap­ 
prove of discriminatory hiring 
in favor of blacks (as I do>, 
we must acknowledge the con­ 
comitant obligation to protect 
the whites whose Jobs are taken.

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DREW PEARSON AND JACK 
ANDERSON SAY: NIXON HAS 
PICKED A GOOD, LONG-RAN­ 
GE SECRETARY OF STATE; 
WILLIAM P. ROGERS WILL 
NOT GET CLUTTERED UP 
WITH D I P L O M A T I C MINU­ 
TIAE; HE HAS BEEN IN SOME 
TOUGH BINDS UNDER EISEN­ 
HOWER 
WASHINGTON -W illiam P. 
Rogers, whom Richard Nixon 
has put at the helm of foreign 
affairs, is a man uncluttered 
with 
the minutiae of foreign 
affairs. 
He has, instead, a 
broad-gauged outlook on the 
problems of human nature. 
Some of the best Secretaries 
of State in this century have 
been politicians not experts — 
among them Charles Evens Hu­ 
ghes, ex-governor of New York 
who rar for President; and Hen­ 
ry L. Stlmson, a Wall Street 
lawyer who had been Secretary 
of War in the Taft adm inistra­ 
tion. Both pioneered better wor - 
Id understanding as Secretaries 
of State. 
Bill Rogers should be In the 
same category. 
Though he trained under c r i­ 
me-busting Thomas E. Dewey 
In New York and got his start 
as Republican counsel for the 
old Truman Committee in the 
Senate, Rogers did so well that 
the Democrats continued him as 
counsel — even though he had 
delved into the operations of 
Gen. Harry Vaughan and con­ 
victed one of Truman’s White 
House hangers-on, John M ara- 
gon. 
The Democratic Senators were 
convinced Rogers was able, sin ­ 
cere, and would be fair. He 
has shown these qualities ever 
since. 
In 1954, when Earl W arren 
was nominated as Chief Justice, 
his one opponent appeared to 
be the late Sen. “Wild BiU“ 
Langer of North Dakota. Lan­ 
ger demanded the FBI report 
on W arren. Rogers, then De­ 
puty Attorney General, refused. 
“ W arren Is one of the most 
distinguished men In the coun­ 
try ," he told Langer. The op­ 
position to W arren collapsed. 
ROGERS’ POLITICAL BINDS 
Early In the Eisenhower ad­ 


ministration Rogers was put 
in charge of “ McCarthy p ro­ 
blem s." The late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy of Wisconsin had been 
defending McCarthy, so Rogers 
was In a difficult bind. He 
was a friend of Nixon’s, but also 
a loyal member of the E isen­ 
hower team. He lined up against 
Nixon and Joe McCarthy; for 
the Elsenhower team. 
Rogers found himself in other 
political 
predicaments, some 
big, some little, during his days 
in the Justice Department. As 
a Senate Investigator he had 
demanded the right to see ex­ 
ecutive files. Yet, as Deputy 
Attorney General, he refused 
executive files to Reps. Jimmy 
Roosevelt and Emanuel Celler 
r e g a r d l n g t h e controversial 
consent decree by which the 
Justice 
Department 
had 
let 
American Telephone and T ele­ 
graph wiggle out of an anti­ 
trust suit. 
More embarrassing was Ro­ 
gers’ predicament when Rep. 
Jack Brooks of Texas unear­ 
thed the fact that Len Hall, 
Chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee, had collect­ 
ed a political contribution from 
the Frederick H. Snare Compa­ 
ny in connection with Its govern­ 
ment Nicaro contract. It is il­ 
legal to collect campaign funds 
from government contractors, 
and Brooks demanded that Ro­ 
gers prosecute the chairman of 
the Republican Committee. 
But Rogers was a member of 
the Eisenhower team. He didn’t 
p r o s e c u t e . Eventually Rep. 
Brooks forgot his demands and 
so did the public. 
ADAMS’ VICUNA COAT 
Another 
em barrassing band 
occurred when this column re ­ 
vealed that Sherman Adams had 
received a vicuna coat from 
New England industrialist B er­ 
nard Goldfine at the same time 
Adams had used his influence 
with the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission on behalf of Goldfine. 
The Justice Department had 
just finished prosecuting Lamar 
Caudle, and Truman’s top aide 
Matt Connelly for receiving an 
overcoat. There were demands 
that Ike’s No. 1 assistant Sher­ 
man Adams also be prosecuted. 


It was a tough one for Rog­ 
ers to sweat out, Ike was fond 
of Adams, did not want him pro­ 
secuted. Rogers stayed loyal to 
the Elsenhower team. Adams 
resigned. Eventually the furore 
blew away. * 
Then there was the predica­ 
ment over Adam Clayton Po­ 
well. Ike’s staff had made a 
deal whereby Powell would back 
Ike’s reelectlon and In return 
an income tax case against Po­ 
well was to be dropped. 


The Justice Department look­ 
ed the other way. But the fore­ 
man of the grand jury Investiga­ 
ting Powell In New York had 
other ideas. The Jury Indicted 
Powell. The Elsenhower com­ 
pact with the Harlem globe­ 
trotter went up In smoke. 
But not all of Bill Rogers’ 
problems were political. As At­ 
torney General he presided over 
the most Important antitrust 
cases In recent history. Elsen­ 
hower was unhappy. But Rogers 
persuaded him that it was In the 
public 
Interest 
to prosecute 
such giants as General E lect­ 
ric 
and Westlnghouse. They 
were fined several million dol­ 
lars and some of their execut­ 
ives went to Jail. 


Rogers 
instituted 
sweeping 
Justice Department reform s, 
was responsible for appointing 
some of the best federal judges 
In the last three decades, re ­ 
fused to play ball with Republi­ 
can politicians on the appoint­ 
ment of judges, managed the po­ 
litical miracle of getting those 
Judges okayed by “ Big Jim ” 
Eastland, Miss., czar of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


Though Rogers may not know 
much about foreign affairs, he 
does understand how to handle 
difficult problems. And the del­ 
icate problem of American re ­ 
lations with Russia, the ticklish 
controversy in the Near East 
and the intricate negotiations 
over peace in Vietnam are, 
on a large scale, not unlike the 
embarrassing binds in which he 
found himself as a member of 
the Eisenhower team. Rogers 
wUl be a good Secretary of 
State.

Units of the federal government that charge Western cattlemen 
for gracing rights on public Undo have proposed a considerable 
Increase In the foes.

The first shot was fired whan Secretary at Agricultura 
Freeman and Interior Secretary Udall, following a twoyear study 
at the matter, proposed ¡witting fee hikes into effect next year.

The cattlemen have responded vigorously. Officials at the 
American National Cattlem en's Association and its state affiliates 
are being uged to action in a private memorandum which calls 
for congressional hearings. It appears likely that the cattle men and 
such allies as the National Wool Growers AssociatlonwUl be able 
to delay the proposed fee increases pending such hearings. 


One cannot take great exception to this. The proposed hike 
is substantial, and doubtless should not take effect until those 
directly Involved lave had a chance to present their opposition 
at a public forum. 
Chance Of Injustice 
Ours Is a society in which It is credit that increasingly 
makes the wheels go ’round. It m ght well be argued that in such 
a society no one can reasonably object to having his personal 
credit record available to those with whom he does business. How 
else can they judge bow much credit to extend? 


A little reflection soon demonstrates that the matter la not 
quite as clear as that would make It seem. Inaccuracies In credit 
data may em barrass or harm an Individual. Wrongful use of 
such data by vindictive and unscrupulous persons may also have 
serious consequences. W.th credit information becoming more and 
more centralized, the question of invasion of privacy Is more in­ 
sistently raised. There also are grave possibilities of conflict of 
interest. 


It is good to know that these and other facets of the credit- 
reporting business are being scrutinized by the Senate’s anti­ 
tru st monopoly subcommittee, of which Senator Hart of Michigan 
is chairman. Investigators already have called attention to various 
abuses and dangers. When the picture has been further rounded 
out, Congress should carefully weigh the need for corrective legis­ 
lation.

A wonderful 
phenomenon in 
n a t u r e that 
has a l w a y s 
captivated the 
imagination of 
everyone h a s 
been the be­ 
havior of the 
salmon f r o m 
the time it is 
bom until it 
returns to its home grounds 
to spawn and die. The instinct 
and 
memory 
patterns that 
show the salmon how to re­ 
turn to the exact side of a 
tiny rivulet hundreds of miles 
away is unbelievable even to 
sophisticated scientists. Sal­ 
mon return to their breeding 
grounds, lay their eggs and 
then die. 
It has finally been found 
that the entire electrolyte and 
hormone balance of the salmon 
is thrown out of gear and is 
responsible for their death at 
spawning. Some m arine biolo­ 
gists are now trying to rees­ 
tablish the chemical balance of 
the salmon to keep it alive and 
they seem to be partially suc­ 
cessful in this attem pt. 
Dr. Andrew A. Benson of 
the Scripps Institution of Oce­ 
anography believes th at the 
study of the life cycle of the 
salmon m ay pave the way for 
a better understanding of why 
humans age differently. Dr. 
Benson after an expedition in 
the Pacific said “The salmon 
deteriorates from a beautiful 
shiny orange-red creature to 
an aged fish.” This change has 
been attributed to profound al­ 
terations in the pituitary gland 
in the brain, the m aster switch 
for the control of m ost of the 
hormones. 
This inform ation Is now be­ 
ing translated into hum an val­ 
ues in order to be able to fur­ 
ther explain the onset of ar­ 
teriosclerosis in the hope that 
eventually it can be prevented. 
Cholesterol, thought to be an 
im portant factor In th e nar­ 
rowing of th e Pood vessels In 
the elderly, m ay eventually to 
kept under complete control 
by the knowledge acquired In 
the study of the kindly re­ 
m arkable salmon. 
• # • 


If there is a single structur­ 
al fault in the wonders of the 
human body it probably la the 
inadequate blood supply to the 
heart muscle. Almost all or­ 
gans In the body have more 
than enough blood vessels to 
bring blood and oxygen to 
them and if one v e s s e l is 
closed off by disease or Injury, 
almost always there is another 
one to take over this defici­ 
ency. 
Not so with the heart. The 
coronary arteries which bring 
blood and oxygen to the heart 
muscle itself are adequate in 
health, but not sufficient when 
a large artery Is closed by dis­ 
ease. 
The brilliance of modem 
surgery is w orking desperately 
hard to remedy this single 
fault of body development. 
Man himself seems to have 
taken on the task of providing 
the heart muscle with an addi­ 
tional supply of blood by in­ 
genious operations. 
Surgeons are now trying to 
repair the diseased blood ves­ 
sel whose flow of blood is ob­ 
structed in order to reestablish 
good circulation. There are 
even operations th at are aimed 
at repairing the dam aged p a rt 
of the heart that results when 
an area is devitalized by & 
closed artery. 
Because of the rem arkable 
devices of engineers, physicists 
and chemists who produced the 
heart-lung machine, surgery of 
the heart and the blood vessels 
are now alm ost a routine pro­ 
cedure in m ost large hospitals 
all over the world. 
Arteries can now be tran s­ 
planted and introduced into 
the heart muscle to bring It 
blood and revitalise & heart 
muscle injured by the closing 
off of Its own coronary artery. 
There seems to be no lim it to 
the courage of surgeons who 
establish techniques on experi­ 
mental animals and then re­ 
construct hearts and lives of 
their brave patients.

THE BROWNSVILLE 
AFFAIR — I 
The other day I showed a mem - 
ber of the admissions com m it­ 
tee of a famous eastern college 
an article published by the In­ 
dignant editors of Choate P re ­ 
paratory School, which la where 
JFK went to school need we say 
more. The piece was called, 
"How 
Can One T ell7* and It 
gave the academic and ex tra­ 
curricular profiles of a dozen 
students together with the col­ 
leges for which they had a p ­ 
plied, and the colleges* r e ­ 
sponse. The point of the ex­ 
pose 
was to d e m o n s t r a t e 
that, in fact, you Cannot Tell. 
That is to say, that it does not 
follow from superior grades and 
superior achievement In ex tra­ 
curricular 
activities that you 
will make it into the college of 
your choice. 
The perfect score In verbal 
aptitude in the college tests is 
800, and I spotted one gentle­ 
man In the Choate dem onstra­ 
tion who had scored a subnor­ 
mal 475 and was way down In 
his class, but had nevertheless 
been admitted to Harvard Uni­ 
versity. Now — I asked the 
Dean’s assistant — just how do 
you account for that? Oh, he r e ­ 
plied, almost certainly a Negro. 
I raise the point because we 
have in the past period come 
slowly to realizing that the old 
anti-discrimination 
doctrines 
are Insufficient. It Is not a 
discovery to say that we must 
In fact encourage a pro-Negro 
discrimination — M r. Garry 
Wills was making that argument 
as long ago as 1965 In the pages 
of National Review; and quite 
recently Daniel Patrick Moyni- 
han made the argument in the 
A t l a n t a 
Monthly. The point 
needs to be carefully made and 
understood prim arily for the 
reason that those who tend to 
make it, tend to be Immune 
from the practical consequen­ 
ces of it. 
Garry W Ills is a doctored clas - 
slclst in a major university and 
a journalist whose talents are 
rated very high in the free 
marketplace — he is not going 
to be edged out of anything. 
Patrick Moynlhan, the indomi­ 
table Democrat, has just now 
been hired by Richard Nixon 
away from M. I. T., and that 
shows how desirable his talents 
are. The demand for my own 
services is not on the one hand 
exactly Inflexible, on the other 
hand I am not likely to be sum - 
m arily replaced by an editor or 
columnist merely because he is 
Negro. What one needs to con­ 
sider 
is 
the individual who 
stands to suffer. Not only the 
student at Choate with much 


higher verbal score, and much 
higher standing In his class, who 
after all stands to suffer a fate 
no worse than a college slightly 
less distinguished than the one 
he sought access to: but the 
butcher and the candlestick m a­ 
ker for whom, under tight com - 
petltlve situations, it means 
that If they yield their places to 
a Negro, they loss their jobs. 
1 suspect that this is behind 
much of the bitterness in the 
New York teachers strike. It 
is a strike which may go down 
as the most complicated In 
history, but certainly one of the 
causes of It — Is the feeling by 
white teachers 
that N e g r o 
teachers are being advanced 
without regard to the common 
criteria for advancement. 
" D i s c r i m i n a t i o n against 
blacks," 
writes 
the eminent 
Mr. 
Eugene 
Lyons 
adding: 
"W hat’s wrong with a teacher’s 
concern for his ‘job security’ ? 
Particularly In the light of m as­ 
sive violations of teachers’ten­ 
ure without pretense of due pro­ 
c e s s ? ’ 
Mr. Lyons has isolated p e r­ 
haps the crucial point, which 
sheds 
light not only on 
the 
school strike in New York but 
on the future of the black pow­ 
er movement in America. It 
is this*, 
the white community 
must 
p r o t e c t 
those 
at 
its members who are dispos­ 
sessed by black competitors 
favored precisely because erf 
their race. It may not be an ob­ 
ligation of Harvard or Yale or 
Columbia to place qualified 
white applicants who are turn­ 
ed aside In order to favor black 
applicants — there are oppor­ 
tunities aplenty for these r e ­ 
jects. But In cases as New 
York’s, 
It 
surely was som e­ 
body’s responsibility to find 
jobs for the 87 white teachers 
summarily dism issed at Ocean 
Hill-Brownsville by the Negro 
superintendents 
without just 
cause. It is one thing to justify 
the assumption of power by Ne­ 
gro managers, another tobe In­ 
different to the plight oí the vic­ 
tim s of their arbitrary decis­ 
ions. It Is one thing (and in my 
judgment, 
subject to certain 
safeguards, the right thing) to 
turn over to black adm inistra­ 
tors the responsibilities of edu­ 
cation in black areas, another 
to neglect the casualties of 
their ethnocentric hiring 
The first duty of New York 
City, as of other cities, is to 
provide for those who are dis­ 
located. Assuming that we ap­ 
prove of discrim inatory hiring 
In favor of blacks (as I do>, 
we must acknowledge the con­ 
comitant obligation to protect 
the whites whose jobs are taken. 


DREW PE ARSON AND JACK

WITH D I P L O MA T I C MINU­ 
TIAE; HE HAS BEEN IN SOME 
TOUGH BINDS UNDER EISEN • 
HOWER 
WASHINGTON -W illiam P. 
Rogers, whom Richard Nixon 
has pul at the helm of foreign 
affairs, is a man uncluttered 
with 
the minutiae of foreign 
affairs. 
He has, instead, a 
broad-gauged outlook on the 
problems of human nature. 
Some of the beet Secretaries 
of State in this century have 
been politicians not experts - 
among them Charlee Evens Hu­ 
ghes, ex-governor of New York 
who rar for President; and Hen­ 
ry L. Stlmson, a Wall S tftot 
lawyer who had been Secretary 
of War In the Taft adm inistra­ 
tion. Both pioneered better wor­ 
ld understanding as Secretaries 
of State. 
BUI Rogers should be In the 
same category. 
Though he trained under c ri­ 
me-busting Thomas E. Dewey 
In New York and got his start 
as Republican counsel for the 
old Truman Committee In the 
Senate, Rogers did so well that 
the Democrats continued him as 
counsel — even though he had 
delved Into the operations of 
Gen. Harry Vaughan and con­ 
victed one of Truman’s White 
House hangers-on, John Mara- 
gon. 
The Democratic Senators were 
convinced Rogers was able, sin­ 
cere, and would be fair. He 
has shown these qualities ever 
since. 
In 1954, when Earl W arren 
was nominated as Chief Justice, 
his one opponent appeared to 
be the late Sen. "Wild BUI" 
Langer of North Dakota. Lan- 
ger demanded the FBI report 
on W arren. Rogers, then De­ 
puty Attorney General, refused. 
"W arren is one of the most 
distinguished men In the coun­ 
try ," he told Langer. The op­ 
position to Warren collapsed. 
ROGERS’ POLITICAL BINDS 
Early in the Elsenhower ad­ 


m inistration Rogers waa put 
In charge of "McCarthy oro- 
blem s." The late Sen. Joeeph 
McCarthy of WI aeons In had been 
defending McCarthy, ao Rogers 
was In a difficult bind. He 
was a friend of Nixon’s, but also 
• loyal member of the Elsen­ 
hower team . He lined ig> against 
Nixon and Joe McCarthy; for 
the Eisenhower team. 
Rogers found himself in other 
political 
predicament», some 
big, some little, during Ids days 
In the Justice Department. As 
a Senate Investigator he had 
demanded the right to mm ex­ 
ecutive files. Yst, as Deputy 
Attorney General, he refused 
executive files to Reps. Jimmy 
Roosevelt and Emanuel Caller 
F t f a r d t a g t h e controversial 
consent decree by which the 
Justice 
Department 
had 
let 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph wiggle out of an anti­ 
trust suit. 
More em barrassing was Ro­ 
gers' predicament when Rep. 
Jack Brooks of Texas unear­ 
thed the fact that Len Hall, 
Chairman of the Republican Na­ 
tional com m ittee, had collect­ 
ed a political contribution from 
the F rederick H. Snare com pa­ 
ny in connection with its govern­ 
ment Nlcaro contract. It la Il­ 
legal to collect campaign funds 
from government contractors, 
M d Brooks demanded that Ro­ 
gers prosecute the chairman at 
the Republican Committee. 
But Rogers was a member at 
the Elsenhower team . He didn't 
p r o s e c u t e . Eventually Rep. 
Brooks forgot his demands and 
so did the public. 
ADAMS’ VICUNA COAT 
Another 
em barrassing band 
occurred when this column r e ­ 
vealed that Sherman Adams had 
received a vicuna coat from 
New England Industrialist B er­ 
nard Gbldflne at the same tim e 
Adams had used his Influence 
with the Federal Trade Com­ 
m ission on behalf of Goldflne. 
The Justice Department had 
Just finished prosecuting Lamar 
Caudle, and Truman’s top aide 
Matt Connelly for receiving an 
overcoat. There were demands 
that Ike’s No. 1 assistant Sher­ 
man Adams also be prosecuted. 


It was • tough one for Rog­ 
e rs to sweat out. Ike was fond 
of Adams, did not want him pro­ 
secuted. Rogers stayed loyal to 
the Eteenhower team. Adams 
resigned. Eventually the furore 
blew away* * 
Then there was the predica­ 
ment over Adam Clayton Po­ 
well. Ike’a staff had m ate a 
deal whereby Powell would back 
Ike’s reelect ion and in return 
an Income tax case against Po­ 
well was to be dropped. 


The Justice Department look­ 
ed the other way. But the fore­ 
man of the grand jury Investiga­ 
ting Powell In New York had 
other Ideas. The Jury indicted 
Powell. The Elsenhower com­ 
pact with the Harlem globe­ 
trotter went up in sm cto. 
But not all of Bill Rogers’ 
problems were political. As At­ 
torney General he presided ovor 
the most important antitrust 
cases in recent history. Elsen­ 
hower was unhappy. But Rogers 
persuaded him that it was Ui the 
public 
Interest 
to prosecute 
such glsnts as General E lect­ 
ric 
and Westlnghouse. They 
were fined several million dol­ 
lars and some of their execut­ 
ives went to jail.

SCREAMING SIREN—END OF DREAM 
Official Presidential 
Life s Hazards Are Multiplied 
Election Held Today 
p Christmas Hol jy Season , 


San 
FRANCISCO — Some­ 
where In OUR town, a scream­ 
ing siren will signal the end of 
a dream. Perhaps little Mary’s 
dream of a beautiful new doll— 
fulfilled In the gaiety of Christ­ 
mas morning . . . punctured 
and lost later in the rubble of 
a fire . . . because Dad made 
the mistake of using defective 
lights on the Christmas tree. 
Or, more tragically, will it 
be Dad himself . . . faithful to 
his pledge not to take more than 
one drink at that holiday cock­ 
tail party . . . but the victim 
of another driver's careless­ 
ness? 


At home and on the highways, 
life's hazards are amplified 
and even multiplied during the 
Christmas holiday season, the 
Insurance Information Institute 
has warned. The Institute point­ 
ed out that Christmas, which 
many regard as the most joyous 
of holiday periods, can also be 
the most dangerous. 
"Let's keep the jingle bells 
ringing and the sirens quiet this 
year," 
a 
spokesman urged. 
"We can do it . . . by going 
on the defensive against ac­ 
cidents." 
Weather conditions, crowded 
highways 
and 
over-partying 
have combined to generate more 
traffic tragedies at Christmas 
than during any other holiday 
period, the Institute observed. 


Yuletime accidents at home 
can be prevented through the ex­ 
ercise of a few simple pre­ 
cautions, the I.I.I. asserted. It 
offered these suggestions: 


—Keep your Christmas tree 
outside until you are ready to 
use it. 
When you set it up, 
use a sturdy stand that can 
hold plenty of water and posi­ 
tion the tree away from sour­ 
ces of heat. 
Use flameproof 
decorations. 
— Inspect lighting sets for 
fraying and loose sockets, and 
make sure they bear the ap­ 
proved label (UL) of the Under­ 
writers Laboratories. 
Don't 
use electric lights on metal 
trees. 
— Plug the light cord into 
an outlet that can be controlled 
by a switch some distance from 
the tree, and always make sure 
the lights are off when you 
leave the house or go to bed. 
—If you use outdoor lighting, 
be sure your wiring and electri­ 
cal equipment are of the kind 
designed for that purpose. 
— Dispose of gift wrappings 
promptly after gifts have been 
opened. 
— Take the tree down when 
needles begin to fall, and dis­ 
card it outside the house. Never 
burn it in the fireplace or in­ 
cinerator. 
—Be sure there are plenty 
of ashtrays available to smok­ 
ers, especially if you are having 
a party. 
— If the children are to re­ 
ceive chemical or electrical 
toys, 
use 
good judgment in 
selecting them—then supervise 
their use. 
Turning to the problem of 
holiday driving, the Institute 
acknowledged that the motoring 
habits of a nation are hardly 


subject to change overnight. 
Nevertheless, it cautioned, the 
experience 
of 
past 
years 
"should have taught us a les­ 
son—that Christmas is a time 
to exercise xtra care behind 
the wheel." 


Records compiled by the Na­ 
tional Safety Council show that 
in the last three years, vehicle 
travel during five major holi­ 
day periods has been 6 per 
cent higher than normal but the 
number of traffic deaths has 
been 26 per cent higher than 
during nonholidays at the same 
time 
of 
year. 
The 
holiday 
periods taken into account are 
New Year's, Memorial Day, the 
Fourth of July, Labor Day and 
Christmas. 
Of 
those 
holiday seasons, 
Christmas is the most danger­ 
ous of all, the Institute pointed 
out. 
In the last five years, 
countrywide, 
3,820 
persons 
have lost their lives in high­ 
way crashes occurring during 
the Christmas holidays, for an 
average of 294 deaths a day. 


"It's a good bet that each 
and every one of those persons 
would have laughed at the sug­ 
gestion that ‘you’re next’, I.I.I. 
said. 
"It's also a good bet 
that most of them would have 
been alive today if they or the 
people they were driving with 
had been a little more careful. 
"You may consider yourself 
to be a good driver," the life 
stitute continued, "but keep an 
eye on the guy in the next car.

will cast all their votes for 
Nixon—barring a startling de­ 
velopment— and send the re­ 
sults to Washington, where on 
Jan. 3 when Congress convenes 
the nationwide final, official re­ 
sult will be announced. 
California has 40 electoral 
votes because that is the total 
number of congressmen—38— 
and senators—2—It has. 


til the members of the Electoral 
College meet in their respective 
state capitals and cast their 
votes. 
The ballots are then mailed to 
meet in joint session Jan. 6 to 
count the vote and declare a 
winner. 


The 538 electors from the 50 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia are free agents under 
the Constitution to vote for any­ 
one they please, but the custom 
is to follow the lead of the popu­ 
lar vote in their own state. 
With only a few exceptions 
this is the case this year.
